1 . DEPT APPRECIATES EMBASSY REPORT ON BEYDOUN'S COMMENTS. 

2. RE PARA 3 OF REFTEL, BEYDOUN IS CONVENIENTLY IGNORING 
SALIENT FACT THAT THERE HAS BEEN NO PAA COMPETITION OVER 
PAST YEAR AND THAT THIS SITUATION LIKELY CONTINUE FOR AN 
INDEFINITE PERIOD INTO THE FUTURE. GIVEN LEBANESE 
PROPENSITY TO EXACT PAYMENTS FROM US IN PAST, THEIR
